Governor Guimaraens, 
after assuming the reins of Gyvernment, 
Jost: no time in inanyurating ‘quite ‘a now 
policy in Macao, Not the smallest im- 

rtancs was attached by him either to 

ublic Education or to- any measure tend- 
ing to benefit the Colony ; all his attention 
being directed. to what he deemed the all- 
important object, viz., the accumulating 
large surphis of public reyenuo with which 
to’ aid the’ establishment of the African 
Golonies, tg the great: detriment of Macao, 
This was done during the-eleven years the 
Holy City groaned under the sway of Go- 
vernor Guimaraens. 
long period education was not only entirely 
neglectid, but not a.single Government 
schon] was in existence. The Lisbon Go- 
vernment was deaf to the prayers. of the 
Macao people, and the Macaenses soon 
acutely felt the want of education. 
There was. scarcely a Macnense fit for 
any public position, and all the public 
functionaries had to. be sent. from Goa 
and Lisbon bythe Governmont. The 
members of the Bar were mostly composed 
of natives of Goa, aud, in fact, overy posi- 
tion was monopolised “iby thes peuple. 
Such was the deplorable state of affairs, 
Lwhen the Lisbon: Government awoke from 
its lethargy—ashamed, no doubt, fof what 
-the Viscount do Cercal was doing for public 
education in Macao, while it remained pas- 
sive, A bill was immediately prosented to 
and pawed by the Lisbon ‘ Parlismént, 
and in d faw months ‘a Lyceum was. es- 
tablished in Macao under the direction of 
some of the ablest teachers that conld be 
found. in Europe. .- They were, as our 
readers will remember, the Rev. Fathers 
Mattos, Cahill, Rondina, -and ~othera. 
These professors, ‘on their arrival, found 
the Macaenses in a most deplorable state of 
ignorance. 
work, and -Iaboured strenuously in’ the 
cause of public education, Soon their 
Jabors were crowned with success, The Goa 
elemont no longer predominated: in’ the 
Macao Bar.- Public functionaries ceased to 
be sent from Goa and Lisbon, and in short, 
the Jesuit: Fathers formed many of the. in- 
telligent minds that now occupy important 
positions. in’ Macao and other - Portuguese 
possessions,” The Lyceum, ‘so ably: con- 
ducted, as we have shown, by these learned 
Jesuit Fathers was closed. in 1872 upori 
their withdrawal from Macao. 

Since then there has not been a college 
worthy of the nan in Macao, The two 
so-called colleges, that at- present. exist 
there ave merely prepared recruits for 
that charitable institution the National 
Battalion. In the face of these facts our 
readers will not fail to pezceivo that the 
people of Macao have virtually returned to 
the dark days of the Guimaraens’ Govern- 
ment. We are therefore pleased to see that 
the Lisbon. Governuent intends re-estab-

ut. the port, the Charterers’ agont in Huno- 
lulu can find out where the various emi- 
ts live and receive. repayment from 
them. But Charterers will naturally be 
careful 10t to rashly make advances, for in 
this case. only. a promise is made by the 
einigrunt on ‘arriying at his destination to 
pay buck, after he has found occupation and, 
signed his agreement, the passage money 
out of the advance on his wages.

-The establishment of the new 
Fegalgtipna, ginder wh <h a rigid exunin- 
ation 18 necessary, is to provent the enticing 
awily of people for the purposes ‘of sdlling 
them. ‘Tho non-adoption. of these regula- 
tions is uct tantamount to non:preveution, 
‘The cireuiustances of Honolulu and.Cuba are 
hot the samo, The petition of the foreign 
and Chinese firms in the former place to one 
of the High officials of the place, and his 
answer, together with the petition of. 
the merchants to the German Consul 
atationcd at Honolulu, ‘have: been tratis- 
mitted to your Excellency for your in- 
formation. Looking at the statements of 
these various documents, it appears tv me 
that the Chinese-in Honolulu: are treated 
‘in tho same way as: thé countrymen ol 
other nationalities therc, their status being’: 
exactly the ame as in Hofigkong, Annant, 
Saigon, and Singapore. In numbers the 
Chinese are comparatively. more numerous 
than any other nationality in Honolulu, and 
as to Chinese nierchants, there are over 
thirty flourishing. and respectable firm. 
Your, Excellency ned. have. no suspicions : 
the evil of selling people positively docs not 
exist in Honolulu. -‘Vho Chinese merchanta 
of thie place, on learning that the statements 
in the representation of the Chinese Consul, 
Ch‘én,_ wero untrue, in copjunction with, 
the foreign merchants, presented counter 
statement, giving the true.facts of the case. 
lf the Chinese are’ maltreated; they ought 
to petition for an enquiry; If your Excel.

Information has reached us of an import- 
ant seizuro made at) Kobo, on the 8th Oct., 
of seven: boxes of :trensuto: of the value of 
$34,000, supposed ‘to consist, of silver sub- 
sidiary coins, packed up in’ small amounts 
in paper parcels, ‘The coin, belonged to. 
Chinese, but was shipped. for Shanghai in 
the name. of the Hongkong Bank, ‘the Cor- 
poration having bought bills ugainat it.
